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1. In late October 1949, Alexander serad, functionary of the Czechoslovak ‘“in- 
istry of Foreign Trade, accompanied by arturo Klein, attached to the Czecho~ 
Slovak Legation in Rome as functionary of the Czechoslovak “Ministry of Foreign 
Trade, ¢rokop (fnu) of Mercur Export (sic), rrague, and Frantisek Adamek yee 
General Director of Centrotex,* Prague, came to Uilan to arrange the purchase 
of large quantities of rayon from the Italviscosa Lirm.** On the morning of 
25 October, the party called at the CODA (Compagnia Europea Jalcanica 3; Suro~ 
pean Jalkan Company)*" of “lan. 


2, After a short conversation, during which the advantages of using COLoA as an 
internediary were discussed, it was agreed that Nera and Aurusto Doro. 
should meet in the afternoon at the Czechoslovak’ Consulate to sake final 
arrangenents. That afternoon, to Voro's surprise, Jerad stated that he could 
not force adamek to use COHKA and that since Adanek was not a member of the 
Party, it was difficult to explain to hin that by using COESA, the Italian 
Coumunist Party would be helpec. oro attenpted to argue the point, but 
Nerad refused to discuss the matter further, 


3. The next morning Doro called at the Italviscosa offices for saiiples and cquota- 
tions and learned that rokop had alreau;: been there, the transaction had veen 
completed, and, at troxop's recuest, prices had veen increased two per cent, 
with this commission to be cashed by Prokop. On his return to COWA, Doro 
prepared a wire for the Czechoslovak Minister in tone, Dr, iiloslav uat®isek, 
informing his as to what had transpired, Dr. Matousek had previously warned 
Doro not to trust iierad. 


4. During the middle of November 1949, Jerad and ?rokop went to Trieste, where 
they have an agent named Gutman (fnu), 
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
